Prepared under the supervision of the 

editors of the Encyclopaedia Britannica, 
with Walter Yust as editor-in-chief and 

“with the advice and consultation of the 

faculties of the University of Chicago and 

the University Laboratory School,” the 

1958 printing has Don A. Walter as man- 

aging editor and C. R. MacLeod, Assistant 

Director and Superintendent of Public 

Schools, Windsor, Ontario, as_ editorial 

adviser for Canada. Walter Yust, editor- 

in-chief of the Britannica publications 
since 1938, is well known in the field of 
scholarship. No information concerning 

Don A. Walter has been located in the 

current standard biographical works, but 

promotional material states that he has 
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served as “teacher, principal and cur- 
riculum co-ordinator in major cities of 
the United States.” 

Prefatory material at the beginning of 
volume 1 identifies 9 University of Chi- 
School 
teachers or librarians as members of the 
Advisory Committee; 43 Contributing 
Artists; 17 Editorial Consultants; 8 Text 
Simplifiers; and 659 Contributing Editors 
and Writers. With the exception of the 
Contributing Artists, all are identified 
briefly. Identifications, for the most part, 
indicate the authority of the writer. En- 
tries for which Contributing Editors and 
Writers are responsible, in their entirety 
or in part, are indicated following each 
name. Since articles in the set are not 
signed, and since contributing writers are 
listed alphabetically by name and not by 
contribution, scanning is necessary in or- 
der to check specific authority. The list 
of Contributing Editors and Writers, in- 
cluding 318 new names and representing 
a substantial total gain over the 406 noted 
in the Bulletin review of 1953, cites many 
well-known authorities and_ specialists. 
Among these are Anna Curtis Chandler, 
writing Anton Bruckner; Max J. Herz- 
berg, writing English Literature; Harold 
Albert Lamb, writing two articles—Akbar 
and Soliman I; Willy Ley, writing two 
articles—Rocket and Space Travel; and 
Elizabeth Hough Sechrist, writing both 
Christmas and Mardi Gras. 

The editors state in the Preface: “Bri- 
tannica Junior is not a technical encyclo- 
paedia.

This statement acknowledges the 
attempt to make Britannica Junior more 
acceptable to elementary and 
junior high pupils and to point out its 
usefulness to adults. No longer does the 
Preface mention “boys and girls’ as did 
the Preface of the 1952 printing—six 
times; no longer are a child’s needs de- 
lineated as in the 1952 Preface. The set 
now bears simply the name Britannica 
Junior without the subtitle carried by the 
1952 printing; namely, The Boys’ and 
Girls’ Encyclopaedia. 

As one means of accomplishing the pur- 
pose noted above, much of the story ma- 
terial (e.g.: A Race with Death in Pom- 
peii; Robert Bruce: How a _ Spider 
Changed the Fate of Scotland; Roland; 
Troy; Acadians: the Story of Their Exile; 
and Madeleine de Vercheres) has been 
replaced by articles written in a more 
encyclopedic manner, as in the case of 
Roland, Acadia or Acadie, and Troy; 
omitted entirely, as in the case of How a 
Spider Changed the Fate of Scotland and 
A Race with Death in Pompeii, which is 
replaced by a competent discussion Pom- 
peii; or relegated to a Ready Reference 
Index entry the 
Vercheres, Madeleine de. As 
means of making the set more usable for 
mature individuals seeking specific in- 
formation, many subtopics have 
been used, hundreds of cross references 
have been added within the text of re- 
written and new articles, and new articles 
have been provided to bring the set up 
Promotional material states that 
“Britannica Junior is annually 
with a new printing each year. .. .

Besides eliminating much of the story 
material in seeking to achieve a more 
encyclopedic approach to subject matter, 
many rewritten articles exhibit more ma- 
ture handling especially in the opening 
sentences. New entries show without ex- 
ception this same tendency toward a 
definitive, factual approach. However, 
vocabulary, sentence length, and concep- 
tual content continue to be such as to 
keep the set, for the most part, within 
the comprehension of children grades 3-8. 

Outstanding in the new material are the 
many new illustrations, some replacing 
those out of date, others completely new. 
Color plates (e.g.: those used in the en- 
tries Flower, South America, Animal, 
Horse, Bird, India) add much to the set. 
However, they are probably of less im- 
portance in the achievement of a more 
complete and factual approach than the 
hundreds of new charts and diagrammatic 
pictures numbered in the 2,958 entirely 
new illustrations claimed by the publish- 
ers of the set. 

The organization of the set remains the 
same as in the 1952 printing. There are 
15 separately paged volumes with infor- 
mation arranged alphabetically into some 
4,000 articles. The first volume is a Ready 
Reference Index containing 24,218 “quick 
reference” entries that are brief sketches 
containing basic information on the topic. 
Promotional material claims that refer- 
ences in the Index, text, and Atlas were 
increased by 58,000 118,000. The last 
volume includes, in addition to the letters 
W-X-Y-Z, the Atlas with 143 map plates 
and its Index of the World, listing some 
56,000 items shown in the Atlas. In addi- 
tion to the map plates in the Atlas, lo- 
cator maps, product maps, and maps of 
other types are numerous, accompanying

As in the 1952 printing, full-page color 
plates are unnumbered and disregarded 
in pagination. Some supplementary pages 


(A,B,C,D,E,F,G,H) have been inserted. 
There are no split-letter volumes. 

No bibliographies or study guides ac- 
company articles in the set, but 20 paper- 
bound Study Guides are furnished to in- 
stitutional purchasers. 

Pronunciation is adequately indicated 
in subject headings throughout the set 
and in entries in the Ready Reference 
Index. A “Key to Pronunciation” is in- 
cluded at the beginning of each volume 
The Ready Reference Index, volume 1, 
also contains at the beginning nine pages 
“How to Use the Ready Reference Index” 
and a “List of Abbreviations.” 

As has been mentioned, cross references 
have been greatly increased in number, 
both within the body of articles where 
both see and see also references are to be 
found and in the Ready Reference Index

and see also references. There seems to 
be no particular consistency in the selec- 
tion of see references to be included with- 
in the body of an article. For example, 
Architecture contains a cross reference to 
Jefferson, Thomas but none either 
Frank Lloyd Wright or Louis Sullivan, 
although both are to be found as separate 
main entries. Arizona has see references 
to Grand Canyon, Mexican War, Prairie 
Dog and Gadsden Purchase, but there are 
none to Francisco de Coronado, cliff 
dwellers, or rattlesnake, although all have 
separate entries. The Index, for the most 
part, takes care of references from terms 
or forms not used to those used. There 
are also references from second or third 
words of combined entries to first words 
of the subject heading, though some 
minor exceptions occur. No cross refer- 
ence from Jugoslavia to Yugoslavia is 
made anywhere in the set, although some 
social studies texts and periodical refer- 
ences still use the J spelling. In spite of

these minor defects, there is, throughout 
the set, improvement in the use of both 
see and see also references. 
In keeping with the stated editorial 
policy of “continuous year-in, year-out 
. evaluation and revision . some 
articles checked every two years and some 
only every five years ... groups of arti- 
cles . . . revised at the same time so that 
inter-relatedness of material will not be 
overlooked,” a vast amount of material 
has been changed since the 1952 printing 
with changes ranging from completely re- 
written articles to the slightest revision 
in single sentence wording or the addition 
or change of figures. Notable among the 
articles completely rewritten in 1958 are 
those on Canada and on each of its 
provinces and territories as well as re- 
lated articles such as Canadian Literature 
and St. Lawrence River. Articles on major 
received revision, 
and some (e.g.: Regina, Saskatchewan) 
are completely new. However, there is no 
main entry for Edmonton which is classi- 
fied as a major city and is listed in the 
Index as having 224,003 population. Since 
several important articles concerning 
Canadian matters (e.g.: Canadian Na- 
tional Parks and Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice, Royal) were either new or rewritten 
in 1955, there has been no 1958 change 
in them, but Hudson Bay, Canada and 
even some biographical articles such as 
the one on Sir Wilfrid Laurier have re- 
ceived minor attention in 1958 revisions. 
Hence, the coverage for Canada is good 
and is equal, if not actually superior, to 
that for the United States. The main 
article Canada contains approximately 48 
pages of material, new charts, maps, 
graphs, and pictures. True, the 6 color 
plates are not as new as the 20 color 
plates in the United States entry—4 plates 
new in 1953 and 16 plates of color photog- 
raphy new in 1954—but the article United 
States comprises, including the 20 pages 
of color plates and all other illustrations, 
only 39 pages. Very little revision has 
been made in the text of the article United 
States—nothing of importance except to 
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change wording in the light of general 
knowledge among nations of the atomic 
bomb and to include the Korean War. No 
tabulation of Facts about the United 
States is given to correspond to the very 
useful Facts about Canada, nor are any 
maps, graphs, or charts included with the 
article United States. The article does in- 
clude tables of Dates of State Admission, 
States and Their Capitals, Presidents, 
Wives of Presidents, Vice-Presidents. 
Canada has 9 most useful maps of numer- 
ous kinds and much valuable chart and 
graph material. 

Without exception, the entries on the 
provinces of Canada contain better cover- 
age than do those on the states of the 
Union. However, material on the United 
States cities is adequate, many articles on 
the cities having been rewritten in 1957 
or 1958. 

Articles on the states of the United 
States have not been rewritten, but the 
pictorial products map page was changed 
each in 1954. Symbols, sometimes 
difficult to distinguish, are now used; color 
changes to increase readability have been 
made. The locator map—on the same page 
as the product map—formerly showing 
region only, now includes the entire 
United States but with states not labelled; 
and facts of population and leading cities 
have been adjusted to 1954, with a change 
from land area only (given in the 1952 
printing) to total area.

Because of varying dates of revision and 
the numerous entries in which a given 
subject may be mentioned, various minor 
discrepancies occur. However, it would 
seem that such discrepancies have been 
kept to a minimum. 

Coverage of material of current interest 
has, for the most part, been well handled 
by the addition of new entries and the 
rewriting or revision of others. Extensive 
changes have been made in botanical ma- 
terial throughout the set, to increase cov- 
erage and upgrade the information. A 
general revision of South American and 
European material took place in 1954, with

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needed. Other articles have been exten- 
sively rewritten. Notable, however, among 
entries for which there would seem to 
be a need but which are not found in the 
body of the work are Congress of the 
United States, in the Index with 19 refer- 
ences to 11 volumes; Fluoridation, not 
even in the Index; Jet Propulsion, in the 
Index with 16 references to 5 volumes; 
and Uranium, in the Index with 19 refer- 
ences to 10 volumes. 

Although publisher’s data indicate that 
the article Automobile was rewritten in 
1955, it remains inadequate as far as the 
interests of young people are concerned; 
for no mention of hot rod, auto racing, or 
sport car is made. (Pictures do show some 
1954 models of the latter.) There are no 
cross references in the article which com- 
prises some 15 pages of text, charts, dia- 
grams, and photographs. Also in need of 
revision is Etiquette, made to seem ex- 
tremely out of date and juvenile by the 
stereotype illustrations of young children, 
the boys in childish-looking short pants. 
The text is, for the most part, well writ- 
ten. Inadequate, too, is Prehistoric Ani- 
mal, with no revision since 1952. Of the 
seven pages, almost four consist of black- 
and-white pictures and their accompany- 
ing legend. The pictures are not clear. 
The inadequacy of the material in Hydro- 
plane (boat) is to be noted, since it makes 
no mention of specific hydroplane races 
in which there is great interest on the 
part of young people. Excellent, how- 
ever, both in number and content, are the 
articles on various sports. Firearms, Am- 
munition, Cannon and Machine Gun have 
two to three pages each; but no entries 
except in the Index are included for 
Guns, Rifle, Pistol—this despite the keen 
interest of boys in such material. 

A check made of several subjects used 
generally in school curricula reveals ade- 
quate coverage, in most instances. Indians, 
American, has almost 30 pages of well- 
written text, provided with sufficient sub- 
topics and numerous pictures of superior 
quality. (But why not Indians of North 
America, since no Indians of South Amer- 


ica are discussed in the article?) The 
Index contains one and one half columns 
of further references to material on the 
subject. Conservation, written in 1957, 
covers almost six pages, with five sub- 
topics for ease of use and satisfactory 
though not outstanding pictures. Bird has 
35 full-page color plates new in 1953 and 
involving 146 separate photographs to 
enhance the more than 14 pages of text, 
black-and-white photographs, and charts. 
Safety, rewritten in 1957, with useful sub- 
topics and sufficient cartoon illustration, 
covers seven and one half pages. Articles 
Ear, Eye, and Heart, of special interest to 
students preparing assignments, lack suffi- 
cient diagrammatic illustration to satisfy 
pupil needs. Breathing, with more than 
seven pages and good diagrammatic illus- 
trations, is very well done. Food, slightly 
more than three pages in length, empha- 
sizes body building for growth. There are 
no pictures or charts. Clothing has no 
color illustration. It deals, in 12 pages of 
text and small pictures, with styles of 
dress in different countries and different 
times. Many references to further ma- 
terial are listed in the Index entry Cloth- 
ing. Curiously enough, the term “shelter,” 
so familiar to elementary pupils, is not 
contained as an entry anywhere in the 
set or the Index. Numerous references 
on this subject are to be found by looking 
in the Index under Dwelling, with a see 
also reference to House and Housing. 
Several of the articles on literature of 
different countries or kinds have been 
rewritten since 1952, with Latin American 
Literature new in 1958. Children’s Litera- 
ture, rewritten in 1953, has a reorganiza- 
tion of material arranged under some- 
what different subtopics with more use- 
ful, up-to-date bibliographies of Books 
for the Youngest, Books for Children 8 to 
10, Books for Children 10 to 12, Books for 
Young Folks from 12 to 15. The article 
is, however, in need of some revision. It 
is disconcerting to find the Grimm 
Brothers, Hans Christian Andersen, Sam- 
uel Clemens (and others of the latter’s 
era) all discussed under the subtopic The 
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Sunday School Movement; Elizabeth 
Coatsworth and Margaret Wise Brown 
named as “women [who] have played an 
important part in book illustration for 
children in the United States”; Robert 
Lawson’s death date omitted, though 
space is provided. (The Index entry gives 
Mr. Lawson’s death date.) Since the arti- 
cle mentions that “One of the marked 
characteristics of present-day books for 
children is the emphasis on science,” 
surely a more inclusive list of reliable 
authors in this field should be furnished 
than Fletcher Pratt, Jeanne and Robert 
Bendick, and Selig Hecht. The subtopic 
Book Awards should be rewritten to in- 
clude the Laura Ingalls Wilder and the 
Hans Christian Andersen awards. No- 
where in the set are these awards men- 
tioned. The list of awards should include 
also the Kate Greenaway Medal, if the 
Carnegie Medal is to be retained. 


It is difficult to determine on what basis 
inclusion was granted to authors and/or 
illustrators of children’s books, either as 
main entries or Index entries only. Since 
coverage is on the whole very good in 
this field, the omission of Lynd Ward, 
Helen Sewell, Feodor Rojankovsky, Mar- 
cia Brown, and the 1953-1957 winners of 
the Newbery award from even Index en- 
tries seems odd. Policy concerning in- 
clusion of portraits of literary figures is 
also difficult to determine. 


Population figures in city and state arti- 
cles are in accordance with final figures 
of the 1950 census. Rarely are metro- 
politan area figures given for large cities 
in the United States, although a truer 
picture might be presented thereby. Ca- 
nadian population figures are for the most 
part preliminary figures of the 1956 cen- 
sus. Metropolitan area figures are in- 
cluded for the largest Canadian cities. 
Sources of population figures and dates 
can be checked by referring to the tables 
under Population, volume 12, although 
some discrepancies are to be found. More 
difficult to determine are the dates and 
sources for the other foreign population 
figures, since those in the entry article

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do not always agree even with those 
given in Estimated Populations of the 
Countries of the World. A check of figures 
given in the Demographic Yearbook of 
the United Nations (New York: Inter- 
national Documents Service, Columbia 
University Press, 1957) reveals numerous 
wide differences between those figures 
and the ones given in the entries of 
Britannica Junior, even in cases where 
the editors indicate 1958 revision of the 
article. It must be remembered that the 
reader is not aware of the exact date of 
revision and so is likely to take the fig- 
ures as the latest available when the set 
went to press. It is unfortunate when 
population figures given in the text of 
main entries do not agree with those given 
in the Index. This is negligible when the 
difference is slight, but serious when great 
difference is involved, as with Algeria, 
listed in the main entry as having a popu- 
lation of 8,681,785 and in the Index as 
having 9,528,670. 


The Hammond maps in the Atlas section 
of volume 15 are, for the most part, physi- 
cal-political, They are up to date and 
easy to read. Separate relief maps of the 
continents are included. Four globular 
maps and a map of the world, with ac- 
companying text for each, help to explain 
various projections and the distortion of 
flat maps. Individual state maps replace 
the regional maps of the 1952 printing. 
Population figures have been omitted 
from the Index of the World, following 
the Atlas proper, and larger type used, 
making the Index of the World extremely 
easy to read. 


Lettering on the spine of each volume 
is the same as in the 1952 printing, with 
the name Britannica Junior and guide 
letters above, all in gold. The volume 
numbers below, however, are printed with 
the number on volume 1 immediately be- 
low the name and the numbers of each 
succeeding volume placed slightly lower 
than that of the preceding one, to produce 
an attractive slant when the volumes are 
shelved consecutively. This should facili- 
tate the shelving for little children. The 


binding is attractive, sturdy, medium-red 
fabrikoid. Sewing is round side with 
backed reinforcements. The paper is of 
good quality, and the type can be easily 
read by children. Subject and subtopic 
heads are in boldface and very easy to 
read. 

The 1958 printing of Britannica Junior 
exhibits a decided improvement over all 
previous printings. It presents material 
of interest to children, well correlated 
with school curricula, reasonably up to 
date, with a minimum of errors within the 
framework of a continuous revision policy. 
Especially notable are improvements in 
maps and in illustrations of all types. In 
general, material is within the compre- 
hension of children grades 3-8; an up- 
grading in style indicates increasing use- 
fulness at the junior high level, especially 
for somewhat retarded readers. Britannica 
Junior is recommended for use in schools, 
homes, and public libraries. Libraries 
having earlier sets will find the 1958 
printing a desirable replacement.

Dawson City at the time of the 1898 gold 
rush is vividly re-created through use of 
contemporary illustrations. Remarkable pho- 
tographs show an endless chain of men, each 
carrying the required load of goods, climbing 
the steep hills of ice, boarding homemade 
boats, working the crowded mine sites, and 
enjoying themselves in this weird, exotic 
city. Close-ups of the faces of some of these 
adventurers are especially impressive. Scenes 
of the present-day small and sleepy town 
contrast dramatically with the feverish at- 
mosphere of its heyday. Although largely 
produced through the use of still pictures, the 
camera movement is so expert that the film 
gives the impression of having been made 
from real action. An outstanding historical 
document told with humor.

On seeing film: film and literature. De- 
partment of Cinema, University of South- 
ern California. 1958. 16min. $90. 


This first of a new series on film appreciation 
opens with a brief introduction by screen 
actor William Holden. In a library setting he 
explains that the same criteria applied to 
literature can also be applied to film evalua- 
tion. To demonstrate this, footage filmed in 
Ceylon during production of The Bridge on 
the River Kwai is used. Three points are 
emphasized: The events must be believable, 
characters must be developed, and motiva- 
tion of the characters’ conduct must be pres- 
ent in order to make a memorable experience 
for the audience, whether it be in a book or 
a film. The sequence of David Lean direct- 
ing Alec Guinness over and over in order to 
perfect one scene indicates the difficulties 
encountered when making a motion picture.

The relationship of 
the sea and atmosphere is drawn, and the 
balance of sea life is illustrated from the 
microscopic plant life to the largest of the 
sea creatures. Various instruments used to 
determine density and composition of the sea 
water, topography and nature of the floor of 
the sea, and sounds and sights of the deep sea 
are described. There is some excellent photog- 
raphy illustrating the aspects of the moving 
and ever-active sea as well as the work of the 
oceanographers. While the film is intended 
for adult audiences interested in marine life 
and oceanography, it is also useful for in- 
troducing younger audiences to the careers 
which are available in this not-too-well- 
known field of science.
